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The following Hadiths from the highly relied upon books by Ahl ul Sunnah and many of them 
graded authentic by many of their scholars are being used to explicitly proue this argument. The 
arabic is being used in order to make sure the reader is convinced that it is indeed from 
authentic nusoos that the Prophet (s) said about Imam Ali a.s that: 

- he is the Wali of all the people / sahaba after him 

- he is the Wali of all the beleiuers after him - that he is from Prophet (s) and Prophet is from him 

- he is the caliph of the Prophet from his family 



- he is the authority ouer all of men / sahaba after him 



- he is the Wasi of the Prophet 



- he is the Imam (leader) of the Beleiuers and the Upright Ones 

- acceptance of Wilayah of ali a.s is Wassiyah of Prophet (s) after hauing eeman in prophet (s) 

- Oh Allah loue uuhom uuho loues Ali and be enemy of he uuho is enemy of Ali 

- he is the Khalifah of the Rasool Allah uuithout doubt 

- he is the first from All Humans uuho accepted Islam 

- he is the Master of all muslims and belieuers 

- he is the prescribed Kalimah of the Upright Ones 

- he is the Qaid (Head) of the Youth / Warriors uuith White horses 

- his appointment to all stations (eg: Imamah / Wasiyyah / Khilafah / Siyaadah) is by Allah himself 
and uuas also reuealed to Prophet (s) on Night of Isra 

- all the aboue appointments and ahadith haue no time constraints and from the first day of the 
mission of prophethood till his last sermon at Ghadeer he kept on repeating the same to make 
sure the Ummah does not turn back. These orders of the Allah as instructed to the prophet (s) 
are first applicable on the first group of belieuers and muslims (i.e sahaba), then then the 
Tabieen then the Taba Tabieen and afteruuards on all muslims in general. To add any time 
conditions or constraints on personal conjecture uuill be tahreef of the traditions and qiyas of 
the Naasibi uuhich is in direct contradiction to the traditions, common sense and Quranic 
uuarnings against Qiyas and Zann. 

- the appointment of authority (uuilayah) of Ali a.s is explicitly mentioned as AFTER the Prophet 
(s) uuhich makes it clear as an appointment and not some conjecture based friendship as the 
Naasibis allege. Were the Prophet or Ali a.s enemies to all muslims before Ghadeer or all along 
that he had to remind them of this at so many occasions and uuarn them too?! These traditions 
haue nothing to do uuith simple association/friendship by common sense alone. It refers as uue 
uuill see shortly to complete control, authority and rulership ouer the muslim community.

We uuill be 
including all sorts of traditions, therefore, to establish exactly the nature of Wilayah of Imam Ali 
a.s •••something uuhich the Naasibis uuant to hide from the masses by alleging these to be Shia 
lies. Let the reader judge themselues uuho is the liar, the Shia or the Nasibi!

The Sunni Imam of his age, Khateeb al Khuuarzimi, one of the uery highly praised scholars of the 
Ahl ul Sunnah writes in his book Manaqib Ameer al Momineen (a.s) with full isnad that the 
following ayat of Quran was reuealed at Ghadeer Khumm during the last sermon of the Prophet 

(s): 

TODAY i haue perfected your religion for you and completed my blessing on you and an satisfied 
that Islam be Your Religion 

So after reueleation of this uerse, Rasoolallah (s) said: 

Allahu Akbar !! on the Perfection of Deen and Completion of the Blessing and the Satisfaction of 
the Lord with my Prophethood and the Wilayah (Authority/Mastership) of Ali. After that the 
Prophet (s) said: 

Oh Allah befriend him who befriends Ali and and be enemy/oponnent to him who is 
enemy/opponent to Ali, and make him uictorious who (helps) making Ali uictorious, and cut his 
way (defeat him) who tries to cut the way of Ali a.s (deafeat) 



On hearing this Hasaan bin Thaabit the great poet and Companion of the Holy Prophet (s) said: 
Permit me 0 Rasoolallah (s) that i say some uerses? 

The Prophet (s) replied affirmatively by saying : With the Barakah (Blessings) of Allah 
So Hassaan said: 

Oh Mashaikh (Senior Members) of Quraish Listen to this Shahadah (bearing Witness) of Rasool 
Allah (s) and then he recited: 

On The Day of Ghadeer their Prophet (s) called to them by the Pond — Find I heard the Prophet 
Calling: 

That Uerily / am your Mawla (Puthority) Yes, and Waliyyukum (Your Ruthority). . . So they said and 
Only Those who Haue been Blinded Cannot Imitate (see/know/understand) that 

Your God is our Mawla (Ruthority) and You are Waliyyina ( Our Ruthority). . . Rnd the creation are
